London, Juno 28.— The Marquis of Salis- 
bury has oompleted the work of forming a 
new oabinot, The new ministry ia as 
follow :

In the House of Lords yesterday the 
Matquis of Salisbury announcod that he 
hoped to obtain tho Queen's consent to the 
dissolution of parliament on July 8 The time 
had not arrived, ho said, for a declaration of 
policy in bohalf of the ConBervat'va party. 
The latter, he added, only bad ono, policy at 
present, and that wbb to dissolve parliament 
as soon aa possible. 

Lord Roaebery expressed surprise at the 
government deollning to diiiolose its policy. 
Continuing, the tx premier asked for an 
explanation of the Marqula of Salisbury's 
Btrange prooeedinga In Bending to Rt, Hon. 
CampbellBannerman, Secretary of State for 
War, on Tuesday morning for the seals of 
the lattor'a office. 

The Marquis of Salisbury said Lord Rose- 
bery'a statement was incorrect. He ex- 
plained that after Friday's vote in tho House 
of Commons, ho, the Marquis of Salisbury, 
thought lb desirable to appoint a new Minis- 
ter of War forthwith, and therefore he sent 
to Mr. Campbell-Bannerman to ask him if h 
was convenient for him to deliver his offioial 
seals to the Sovereign earlier than the other 
ministers, and if he did not deaire to go to 
Windsor himaelf, he could deliver them to 
ths private sooretary of the Marquis of Sal- 
isbury. 

Lord Rosebory went to Windsor Caatle 
this afternoon and paid his reBpecta to the 
Qaeen. Her Majesty graciously aocorded 
him an audience and approved the out going 
ministry's list of royal honors. The retir- 
ing premier took luncheon at the Caatle. 
The Quaon privately Invested him with the 
badge and ribaud of the Order of the Thistle. 

Tho Timea says that Lord Londonderry 
declined the ofCoo of lord privy seal with a 
seat in tho cabinet because It carried no de- 
partmental work with it. 

The positions of Chiof Seorotary for 
Ireland and Postmaster-General have not 
yet, been allotted. The incumbents of theBe 
offices will not bo members of the cabinot 
when appointed. 

Rt. Hon. Campbell-Bannerman writeH to 
the Times this morning aB follows : "When 
Lord Saliibury's secretary called upon mo 
for the seals of office there was no sugges- 
tion as is alleged either of a command from 
the Queen, or of relieving me of the neces- 
sity of journeying to Windsor. I consulted 
Lord Rosebory, who agreed that it would be 
improper to thus surrender the seals. " 
Tho abovejetafomonb of the retiring Secre- 
tary of State for War directly contradicts 
allegations mado on bohalf of Lord Salis- 
bury In tho House of Lords regarding what 
was oonsidorod as an insult to Mr. Campbell 
Bannerman. 

Tho Karl of Klmberly, late socretary of 
state for foreign affairs, assorted that the 
MarquiB of Salisbury had sent his socretary 
to Mr. Campbell-Bannerman for tho seals 
juBtashe would Bend a footman on an er- 
rand, and thought tho action of tho Marquis 
was extremoly dlsoourtoous. 

In reply, the Marquis of Salisbury said if 
Mr. Campboll-Iiannerman thought ho, the 
Marquis of Salisbury, had acted discourte- 
ously, he begged to express hiB extromo re- 
grots for tho occurrence, and folt very oorry 
for It. 

Lord Rosebory accepted the apology from 
tho Marquis on behalf of tho seorotary of 
state for war, and tho house adjournod. 

3ir Charles Dllke, being interviewed in 
Paris on tho English political situation, 
said : " The Liberals havo not tho ghost uf 
a chance at the coming election. I do not 
think anybody honestly believes tho con- 
trary." 

Tho Turkish governmont has receivod 
news of tho dofoat of two ineurgont bandB 
In Macodonia. It is thought that the rebel- 
lion will Bproad to all parta of Macedonia 
and eventually call for action upon tho part 
of the powers. 

Advioos from Shanghai at tho hoadquar- 
ters of tho Catholio misaionB, at Lyons, say 
that the persecutions of foreigners in tho 
Chinese province of Szohuen havo oeased. 
An Imperial deorce hoB been Issued ordering 
tho damage to tho property of tho mission- 
aries and others to be repaired. 

Tho repreacutatlvoa of the powera ore con- 
tinuing their efforta to Induce tho Turkish 
government to give an oxpliolt roply to tho 
noto outlining tho reforms demanded for 
Armenia, and thu foreign envoys are indig- 
nant at delay. It is thought that thla dila- 
torlneas may result in causing tho powers to 
address another note to tho Turkish govern- 
ment requesting a definite reply within a 
fixed time. 

Io the Home of Lorda, yeaterday after- 



noon, tho royal aBeent waa given to the seal 
fisheries bill. 

The eleotion for a member of parliament 
to represent tho oity of Cork has resulted 
in a viotory for the anti-Parnellites' can- 
didate by a majority of 175. 

A faotional fight occurred at Cork, in tho 
course of which J. C. Flynn, member of 
parliament, and Patrlok O'Brien, ox-M.P., 
Btopped the scrutiny of the polls last night. 
During a wordy quarrel over admitting a 
person to the oonnting room O'Brien tried 
to strike Flynn across tho table end the 
Bculils became general. 

King Humbert will shortly Isbuo a deoree 
exonerating Promier Crispl from the 
charges of having been oonneoted wlbb Cor- 
nelius Herz, the Panama oanal lobbyist. 

It would appear thab Riohard Croker's 
colored jockey, SimB, has been amusing 
himself considerably at Nowmarkot, and on 
Monday, June 17, wagered that ho would 
drive a trotter from Newmarket to Cam- 
bridge and return within an hour, a total 
dietanoe of about 2G miles. Sims, with a 
companion, made Cambridge in quick time, 
but when nearing Newmarket on tho roturn 
tho horse dropped dead, and Sims will prob- 
ably be severely punishod on an investiga- 
tion Into the affair by tho Royal Sooloty for 
the provontlon of cruelty to animals. 

A oonfliot ocourrod Thursday nlghb be- 
tween the Btudenta of tho Latin quarter and 
the polioe of Paris, during whioh two atu- 
dents were injured and five others arrested, 

Tbo British Mediterranean squadron loft 
Alexandria on Tuesday and steamed north,

MANITOBA LEGISLATURE. 

Prorogation Hpeeck of Lieutenant-Governor 
8'chnltz— Ills Reference to the 
School Question. 

Winnipeg, Juno 28. — (Special) — The 
Manitoba legislature was prorogued thia af- 
ternoon. Lieut. -Governor Schultz In dis- 
miealng the members said : " I am pleased 
to relieve you from your prolonged legisla- 
tive dutiee, at the olose of this session. Cir- 
cumstances arising outaido of this legislature 
have necessitated your attendance In Win- 
nipeg on two occasions at inconvenient per- 
iods of the year, after the legislature had 
been In eeesion for tho usual time. I con- 
gratulate you upon the zealous attention 
you have given to public business. 
During the session you have been 
oalled upon by HIb Excellency, the 
Governor-General In Counoil, to paea legiala. 
tion which would have the effect of impair- 
ing tho publio Bohools aot of 1890, by restor- 
ing to one class in this province rights and 
privileges previously enjoyed by them. 
Your refusal to comply with this order, I 
havo no doubt, meets with the approval of 
tha majority of tho people of Manitoba. I 
commend your memorial to His Excellency 
In Counoil for its firmness and moderation of 
tone. Several meaaurea of great publio ad- 
vantage have been passed by you. I note 
particularly an aot reepeoting the constitu- 
tion and practlco of the Court of Queen's 
Benoh, which I am assured will have the ef- 
feob of simplifying legal proaeduro and les- 
sening lta expense." 

THAT CONTRACT. 

Proceedf-nRB Started In the Courts to Prevent 
the Waterworks Contract Being En- 
tered Into. 

Legal prooeedinga to prevent the oity from 
entering Into the waterworks contract with 
Wolkley, King & Casey, were instituted 
yesterday On behalf of Mr. Thomas Storey 
Messrs. Yates & Jay had a writ issued 
against the city, the statement of claim 
setting forth that, " Tho plaintiffs olaim is 
against the defendants the Corporation of 
the city of Vlotoria for a declaration that 
the action of the counoil of the corporation 
on the 18th of June, 1895, which resulted in 
the awarding of tbo contract for the Beaver 
lake oofferdam, filter beds and reservoir to 
Wolkley, King & Casey, was unreasonable 
and improper, and not in tho best intarests 
of the city of Victoria ; and for an order re- 
Btrnining the defendants the corporation 
from executing or further proceeding with 
the said contract." Tho writ will bo served 
to-day.

CAPITAL NOTES. 

Bill to Settle tlw Railway Belt Ques- 
tion Introduced in the 
Senate. 

A Particularly Interesting: Committee 
Meeting- -French Treaty-Dalton 
McCarthy's Movements. 



(From Our Own CorreBpondont.) 
Ottawa, Juno 28.— In the Senate to-day 
Sir Maokenzle Bowell introduced a bill for 
the settlement of certain queatlons botween 
the Dominion and British Columbia. He 
explained that tho bill gave the government 
power to enter into an ugrooment with the 
provincial authorities for the sottlement of 
the boundaries of the railway bolt in that 
province, and to empower the government 
to issue patonts for land within the railway 
bolt. 

Daniel Wade, who was sentenced to life 
imprisonment for wife murder at Mitoholl 
five years ago, was liberated from the King- 
ston penitentiary to-day. Tho ovideuce 
presented to the Minister of Justice showed 
that Mrs. Wade suffered from hearb disease 
whioh largely contributed to the cauee of 
death. 

An unseemly wrangle took place in the 
railway oommibteo thla morning over two 
rival Nova Scotia railway bills. A dozen 
members tried to apeak at onoo ; one mem- 
ber challenged another to come outside. 
"Coward," " ahut up," and other ohoice 
phrasea were used. Eventually the pan- 
demonium waa stopped for want of a 
quorum, 

Deputy Governor Strong assented to sov- 
eral bills to-day. 

Mr. McCarthy has cancelled bia trip to 
England in order to fight the remedial bill. 

An animated discussion took place in the 
houso on the French treaty. Sir Riohard 
Cartwrlght and sovoral members objected to 
the favored nation clause. Ib is thought 
that Groat Britain should nob legislate for 
Canada on mattora of thla kind.

A CONTRAST. 

Canada 1b a colony of Great Britain. Its 
people govern themselves. For the purpose 
of keeping tho peaoo in tho colony or pro- 
tecting the property of mon of any nation 
living In the oolony, there is nob a single 
British soldier in the whole Dominion, 
Canada does not pay a cent of tribute to 
Great Britain in any form. The Imperial 
Government doos not support or contribute 
to the support of any Canadian public insti- 
tution. The people of Canada are loyal to 
the British Crown and are well content with 
British connection. There Is no murmuring 
at tho treatment Canada receives from Great 
Britain, and no Canadian out of tho lunatio 
asylums aa much aa dreams of rebelling 
against the British Sovereign. There is in 
Canada perfect liberty of speeoh, and the 
proas of the oouutry is as free aa that of any 
nation in the world. Thoro is no restraint 
on bhe expression of opinion, yet a man 
might live a score of years in Canada with- 
out hearing a word of reproach directed 
againBb Greab Britain, or seeing in its 
nbwapapers a single articlo which 
tie mosb ardently loyal subject of Queen 
Victoria oould regard aa even tinged with 
sedition. Native Canadians and native 
Englishmen are in Canada on a perfoot 
equality, soolally and sontimentally, as well 
as legally. If an English newcomer puts on 
airs of superiority he is merely laughod at by 
Canadians and loft to find out that his su- 
periority exists nowhere excopb in his own 
Imagination, which he does Booner or lator 
and generally with a very good graoe, 

Cuba la a oolony of Spain. The poople of 
the island havo boon kept in a stato of pupil- 
age by the Mothor Country from ita firat 
settlement. The Cubans are very far from be- 
ing a contented people. Spain has had the 
utmost difficulty in trying to keep bho peaoe 
on tho laland. " The nominal garriaon of 
Cuba," we are told by the London Times, 
" is about twenty thousand men, and at this 
moment thero are thirty thousand in the 
Island." Ton thousand more troops are to 
be at unoe despatched to Cuba. When they 
arrive there will bo a Spanish army of forty 
thousand men on the Island of Cuba. And 
tho work whioh this large army will havo to 
do will bo to koep the inhabitants of Cuba, 
who are " well under two millions," in sub- 
jection to Spain. A few days ago tho 
Senato passed a bill authorising tho Minis- 
ter for tho Colonies to raise in 
case of nood no Icsb a sum than 
six hundred poaotas or about twenty-four 
million pounds atorling for the support of 
the army in Cuba. " Englishmon," Bays 
the Times, "can aaarcoly view without 
eomo Innocent envy tho vigor diaplayod by 
the SpaniBh war office, whioh has not shrunk 
from sending to tho New World a forco 
almost equalling tho entire peace establish- 
ment of tho Spanish army." What do Eng- 
lishmen think of the colonial polioy whioh 
renders ouch an expensive way of keeping 
bhe poaoc in a largo depondonoy necessary 2 
Tho English oolony of Canada ia perfeotly 
tranquil and its oontinuod connection with 
Great Britain ia aaaurod, although thoro is 
not a single British soldior in tho coun- 
try for tho purposo of keeping tho 
people in order, whilo tho Spanish 
oolony ol Cuba is in a chronically 
disturbed condition, and it requires an army 
forty thousand strong to keep it in subjec- 
tion to Spain. Tho Englishman haa, wo 
should say, vory littlo to envy when ho con- 
templates this amazing contrast. 

Tho Cubans have the apparatua for self- 
government without hoing allowed to oxer- 
olso tho power of self-government. We 
learn from tho Times thob, " Eaoh of tho aix 
provlnoes B6nds two Sonatora to Madrid, 
whilo two moro aro furniahod by tho Univer- 
sity of Havana and the Royal Sooioty of tho 
friends of tho oountry. Thirty Deputies 
chosen In tbo samo mannor aa in Spain itself 
reproaont tho Wand in tho Cortes. Eioh 
province has also a Logislaturo of ita owd, 
whioh, however, is not allowed to legislate, 
a Govornor appoinlod from Madrid relieving 



it of all bhe serious funobiona of 
administration. There it over all 
a Governor-General alao appointed 
by the Spanish Government, who haa almost 
unlimited discretionary powers. Minor lo- 
cal administration ia carried on by 153 mun- 
icipalities whioh levy local taxation to bhe 
amouni of considerably ovor a million and a 
hall " (pounds aterling). 

Then tho two million Cubans aro obliged 
to pay Imperial taxea to the amount of §25,- 
000,000. But even this is not enough to 
meet the demands of governmont, for we 
aro told that thrre is a ohronic deficit of 
about $.'1,000,000. And tho public debt haa 
boon piled up until ib haa reaohod the enor- 
moua figure of, in ronnd numbers, $185,000, 
000. Tbo Cubans, then, instoid of being 
allowed to govern themselves are governed 
by Spaniards, andirom Spain. This Spanish 
administration, the Times tolls us, "goes 
far to neutralize; tho magnificent resources 
of soil, climate and natural wealth— re- 
sources of whioh not a tithe haa yet boen 
utilized. On the other hand, tho discontent 
of Cuba imposes perpetual sacrifices upon a 
country whose finacooa are in no condition 
to boar the burden." 

Added to the polltioal grievances thero la 
a social one which is moro irritating and 
harder to bo borne than the mltgovernment 
of the oouutry. Tho Spaniards are nob only 
the maetorB of tho oountry bub thoy assort 
their mastery in the moat offonaive manner. 
They doBpiao nativo born Cubans, and they 
aro at no pains to conceal bhoir oontempt for 
them. This troatment haa engendered in the 
native Cubans — Creolea — the deopeBb hatred 
of tho Spanish Btrangers. It is this 
hatred, strong and active, that makes 
rebellion chronio on tho island, and 
causes tho natives of all races to ha im- 
patient of Spanish rulo. Tho political and 
the social conditions of Cuba and Canada 
show in tho strongest llghb tho difference 
bh&b thero is bobween the colonial polioy of 
Spain and that of Groat Britain. Thero can 
be no doubt that Cuba would have boon as 
contented, as loyal and aa prosperous as 
Canada is to day if its inhabitants during 
bhe laBb fifty years had been treated as wIbo 
ly and as justly by the Mothor Country as 
nave been thoBO of British North Amorioa 



THB A FRIO AN OIN TRAD a. 

There is one state of aocioty regarding 
which there can bo no doubt whatever of 
bhe wisdom, the humanity and the practic- 
ability of prohibition. Noarly all savage 
racoa soon acquire an uncontrollable ap- 
petitite for strong drink. And the indul- 
gence of that appetito has upon them the 
most deplorable effects. It brings oub and 
intensifies all that Ib low and brutal in their 
nature ; ib cloaes their minds to the recep- 
tion of tho teaching of civilized men, and 
kills in them all desire for improvement in 
oither their moral or their matorial condi- 
tion. That men professing to be Chris- 
tians, after they Bee the abominable effects 
produced by habitual indulgence in 
strorg drink on savage trlboB, should 
continue to supply them with it 
ia an evidence of their shortsightedness, 
a8 well aa their depravity. The men who 
oipecb to make money by trading with 
thoso savages are simply fools when they 
supply them with an article whioh sooner or 
lator kills them off, and rondera them 
both unwilling and unable to make 
tho oxertions necessary to produce 
or prooure tho goods in which 
they deal. Ib haa been proved over and 
over again that these savages where liquor 
is concernod possess no self-restraint. As 
long as tho liquor IsatB they will do nothing 
until tho last drop la consumed. The mis- 
chief they do when intoxicated la not easily 
repaired, and a succession of drinking bouts 
destroys their health and makes them in- 
capable of exertion, 

The trade In what is called " gin " on the 
East Coast of Afrioa haa been denounced 
ovor and over again, not by mlssionarlea 
only, but by other humane and nonaiblo mon 
who Bee in it bhe greatest enemy to civiliza- 
tion and by consequence to trade. The 
duty on this «in Is vory low, and the natives 
will do almoat anything to got it. " W hole 
towns," it ia said, " aro upon oooasion to ba 
Boon in a stato of drunkounoss, and although 
the opening of roads has Bo fur facilitated 
trade as to enable tho natives bo bring groat 
quantities of palm oil, kernels, sheep, goats, 
fowls, yuniB, rubber and other products, to 
tho local markets, European goods for whioh 
those artiolea should be exchanged aro no- 
wboro viaiblo, Gin and rum aro poured 
into the country in appalling quantities.' 

Is thoro any man of common sense and 
common humanity who will oontond that lb 
is uny hardship to deprivo theso uufortun 
ate nativosof tho supply of drink, which has 
proved to bo their bano and their ruin. 
Prohibition has boen tried in Bomo of thoso 
African countries and the rosulb has boon 
most encouraging. " In South Afrioa, in thoso 
Bbfttos in whioh tho oxperimont of abso 
lute prohibition has been tried tho 
remit has boen in tho highest do- 
groo aatiafaotory, and rosbriotlon of 
the sale of liquor to tho natives 
is accepted aa one of tho fundamental laws 
of civilization in tho now territories now be 
ing brought undor British jurisdiction. . , 
Ib baa been clearly demonstrated that tho 
oxtontlon of tho trade in spirits is mado at 
tho cost of the trado in other Europoan 
gooda. Tho nativo who buys gin buys little 
olso, and in thoso marketa in which the 
green packing-cases of importod spirits aro 
soon other European gooda do not appear, It 
is acaao of ono trado or the other, bub nob of 
both. Tho splrib trade, like a noxious wood, 
ohokos every other growth in those distrlots 
in which ib ia allowed to flourish. Tho 
solution of the material difficulty ia 
to be found In this prognant faot." 
There can ho no doubt of this. Tho Gov- 
ornmontB of tho Dominion and of the Unitod 
States aot upon bhia prinoiplo of necessary 
prohibition in tho lawa whioh thoy have on- 
aotod for tho well being of tho North Amcr- 
oan Indiana. The fire-water has dono them 



aa muoh harm aa it is now doiog tho native 
tribes on the Eastern Coast of Afrioa. 
Whore the prohibition can bo enforced bhe 
condition of the Indian has becomo greatly 
ameliorated, and the progress of deoay ao 
plainly visible whore strong drink can be 
procurod appears to be for bhe time arrested. 
As tho country beoomes settled it 
is found impoBBible to enforce Btliot 
prohibition, but even the restriction that is 
possible does muoh good. In Eastern 
Africa, however, there Is not thia difficulty 
to be met, A strict embargo can bo laid 
upon strong drink of evciy kind at tho ports. 
Dealers can be prevented from trading in it. 
Thero would perhaps bo some smuggling, 
but tho illicit trado would necessarily do bub 
littlo harm compared with what ia now done 
by the unreatrioted traffic. Trade gonerally 
would become muoh more healthy, tho con- 
dition of the native tribes would be im- 
proved, and nations calling themselves 
Christian would bo freed from a deep and a 
desorvod reproach. 

A CORRUPT STATE. 

Tho oaso with whioh China waB beaten by 
Japan haB boen a wonder to tho whole 
civilized world. Many who are unacquainted 
with tho character of tho Chinese and tho 
circumatancea of tho country, havo tried bo 
account for what appeared to be the 
mysterious weakness of China, but the 
solution has been unsatisfactory. A resi- 
dent of China, who appears to bo woll 
acquainted with the policy of tho Chineae 
Government and bhe atructuro of Chinoso 
society, In a late number of tho Overland 
Mail, trieB to Bhow how it was thab the 
Chinese were nob able to offer any but the 
most ineffective resistance to the well- 
organizod, energotio and courageous Japan- 
ese. This is part of what ho Bays : 

The utter collapse of China in tho recent 
campaign and the vivid rovelation of her 
weakness and of tho incapacity of her rulers 
suggest the question— Can tho regeneration 
of China come from within her own gates, 
through the instrumentality of her own poo- 
ple? Opinion is divided over this question 
even amongst thoso European residents who, 
by their long experience of and .lontacb wi' !• 
the Chinese, have had ample opportunity of 
forming reliable estimates of tho nitionul 
character. In our opinion two thlDgB are 
essential for internal regeneration ; one, 
the creation of a rea', borothont, yet po-vir- 
ful governing raoo ; the other, the dovol- 
opmenb of aomething approaching a moral 
bone amongsb tho niissea of the poo 
pie. At thia time of day it ia, we 
take it, unnecessary to set about proving 
tho utter worthlo.-suees, the crot-s incapacity 
of tho preBent rulera of the vasb Empire of 
China. TheMinchua have proved an ab 
solute failure in every attribute of true gov 
ernment. They have done nothing to 
ameliorate the condition < f the people, noth 
lug to produce roform in government or ad- 
ministration. They havo done worse than 
nothing. By their system of government 
throughout the Provinoes they have en- 
couraged unBorupulouB corruption and op- 
pression. The poor havo been ground into 
a state of stnpifying degradation ; justice is 
unknown, the docisiona of the judges of the 
land can bo purchased by tho litigant 
whose puree ia deepeat, witnesses and 
untried prisoners are tortured with 
the utmost brutality and cruelty, 
which place the Chineao as a race below 
the level of tho aavagea of Darkest Africa, 
who at least make no protenaiona to civiliza- 
tion. No man, high or low, can say thab 
the safety of life or property is assured 
Every otfioer, from the meanest yamon-run- 
ner to tho Vloeroy of a Provlnoe, obtalna 
and maintains hia position by an inlquitouB 
Bystomof bribery. HcneBt trade ia ' squeezed,' 
hindered, atlflod ; the development of the 
natural reaourcea of the country ia Impossi- 
ble bo long as superstition and corrupt oflio 
ialdom hold sway. The army and tho navy 
are divided, badly organized, badly offioor- 
ed, badly equipped and armed, badly disoip 
lined, very often unpaid and left 
to prey upon the already overbur 
densd people. Intellectually, the proud 
literati are bolow tho stuudard of the so 
called uneducated classes in Western coun- 
tries ; they have learned precepts and 
maximB whioh chey habitually transgress ; 
their whole method of education is radically 
wrong and bhoir religion is nothing moro or 
leas than rank superstition. There Ib little 
or nothing ennobling about the Chineae 
character, speaking of tho raco as a concrete 
mass, — the few bright examples of men and 
womon rising superior to thoir environment 
and striving aftor a highor ideal of existence 
sorvo only to omphaaize tho dark shadows In 
the characteristics of tho masses. These 
are the conditions that exist in China at tho 
presonb bime and bhoy have existed for con 
buries.

Statements of President, Directors 
and Other OlL^rs. 



Interesting: Figures as to the Work 
Done— Election of 
Directors. 



Tho tifch annual mooting of the directors 
and benefaotora of tho Royal Provincial 
Jubilee Hospital was hold at tho oity hall 
yesterday afternoon, After tho roading of 
tho minutes of tho last annual meeting, tho 
secretary, Mr. H. M. Yates, read tho fol- 
lowing annual report of tho president, Mr. 
Joshua D-ivies : 

president's report. 
To the Directors: 

Gentlemen : — In complianco with the 
resolution passed on tho 2 ( Jch of July, 1S'J4, 
it becDineB my duty to propare and prosont 
for your approval tho annual report. 

At tho cloao of our last year, ending Juno 
i'S, arrangements were made with the mu- 
nicipal ijovommont for tho city to have 
representation on tho board. And an 
amendment to tho Provinoial Royal Jubilee 
Hospital act cf 1S90 was paHaod by tho legis- 
lative assembly fixing the numbar of direc- 
tora at fifteen, three to be appointed by tho 
provincial government, throo by the French 
Benevolent and Mutual Society, five by tho 
municipality of Victoria through tho board 
of aldormen, and four elected by tho sub- 
Baribjra. 

By u lottor from tho Daputy Provincial 
Seorotary, dated the 15th of Juno, notifica- 
tion was received that His Honor tho Lieut- 
enant-Governor in Council would proclaim 
the 20th day of Juno, 1894, for the cominc; 
into furao ot the aob to amend tho Provincial 
Royal Jubilee Hoapita! Aot, 1890, and on 
the :i0th of Juuo the annual meeting of the 
donors and subscribers was hold in tho oity 
hall. After the reading of tho annual re- 
ports tho following were elected aa directors 
to the new hoard : W. M. Chudley, Esq , 
J. Stuart Yatos, Esq,, Aloxandor Wilson, 
.Esq., Joshua Davies, Esq. 

The provincial government made no al- 
teration in their representatives, who were 
D. M. Eberts, Esq , M.P.P., A. W. Jones, 
Esq., and John Bradon, Esq., M.P. P., 
neither was there any alteration in the 
representation of the French Benevolent and 
Mutal Sooioty, who were G. H. Brown,Esq , 
I. Braverman, Esq., and T. Shotbolt, Esq. 

duo munioipal government appointed J. 
Crimp, E«q , H. Dallas Holmcken, Esq.. 
Charles Hayward, Esq , F. B. Pemberton, 
Esq., and W. H. Ellis, E«q. 

The now members of tho board wore, 
therefore, Messrs. Pemberton, Crimp and 
Ellis. Tho first meeting of the board was 
held on July tho 9rh, when Mr. Joshua 
Davies was elected president, Mr. F. B. 
Pemberton, vice-president; Mr. W. M. 
Chudley, hoa. treasurer, and Mr. H. M. 
Yates, secretary. 

I avail myself of this opportunity of thank- 
ing rny co-directors for the honor they con- 
ferred on me during my absence from the 
city in electing me president. During the 
interregnum between May 31st and July 
9:h, when the new board took their seats, 
there was no particular business transacted. 
The honorary treasurer's report, which in- 
cludes that of the auditors, will give a state- 
ment of tho finanoial position of the hospital 
to May 31, 1895. The aooounts passed from 
June 1, 1894, to May 31, 1895, amounted to 
$15,518 1J9 The salaries for the period ag- 
gregated S6,73'2 GO, the total being 822,- 
251 59, equal to an averago monthly ex- 
penditure of §1,854 29 Pursuant to ar- 
rangements mada with the oity the board 
rnceived $34,527 80, tho not amount of tho 
$35,000 by-law passed in aid of the hospital, 
und on the 21at of Soptouiber the mortgage 
and Interest, amounting to J25.O0O principal 
and $437,50 intoreat, were paid, thus cx 
tinguishing the mortgago debt and making 
a saving of $1750 yearly, which had baen re- 
quired to meet the interest. There is now 
no lion on tho hospital proporty, and tho 
documents referring to the titles of the 
hospital properties have boon placed for safe 
keeping in tho Bank of British Columbia. 

Firo Protection— On October tho 1st the 
President reported to tho board that he had 
communicated with the oity council aeking 
for hotter firo proteotion, with the rosuit 
that omplo Sre protection has been pro- 
vided. A firo box is needed and Bhould be 
connected with tho city system, so that re- 
liance should not bo entirely placed upon tho 
lelephono, whioh is tho caeo at present. 
The civic autnoritiea have boon communi- 
cated with on the subject of diBinfector, 
laundry, sewerage and lighting, and a com- 
mlttoe hoe boon appointed to confer with 
the board of health, so that the method 
selooted will afford the. beat facilities to the 
city inoloted hospital as well as tho Jubilee. 
His Worship Mayor Teaguo and the board 
of aldormen have had the subjects men- 
tiontd under consideration, and it is ex- 
pected that before the close of tho yoar 
something will be dono in thoso matters. 
On October 1 tho attention nf the civio 
authorities was called to the fact that tliie 
board had hitherto to pay tiio expenses of 
all pauper funerals and that this cxponse 
vvaB proporty chargoiblo to tho oity. Tho 
representations wero woll takon and all sub 
■rquent exponse on this account haa been 
paid by the oity. 

Firo Escapes — Attention is directed to 
the fact that tho administration building is 
without tho necessary firo oscapes requirod 
by law. 

Old Men— Arrangements have been com- 
pleted for tho removal of the old men now 
at tho hospital not properly pationto of tho 
hospital to the home at Kamloopa. 

On tho 28th of Oecomhor Directors Holme- 
kon and Bradon, oity representatives to the 
Legislative Assembly, wero requested to con- 
fer with the Mayor and corporation with ro- 
forenco to drainage matters and tho passing 
of an aot allowing a Bpooial tax to bo made 
for hospital purposes. Acts covoring thoso 
two subjects wero passed by tho legislature 
giving powor to tho city to carry a lino of 
plpo outside tho oity limits for sewerage 
purposes, and also to levy a tox of one mill 
on tho dollar for hoalth purposes, and tho 
city council voted and paid tho hospital fivo 
thousand dollarB, being an increase of three 
thousand over last year's payment, and the 
civio authorities are considering tho drain- 
age question. 

Ambulance. — A rouolution was passed on 
tho 9th if July that all qualified physicians 
iu tho aity have tho authority to give an or- 
der in writing for tho ambulance for tho use 
of any pationt to bo convoyed to our hospi- 
tal, provided tho dootors vchen ordering 
prosonts a cortifiaate to tho Transfer Com- 
pany that tho patient is not suffering from 
any Infectious or contagiouB disease, and 
upon paymont of tho proper fee for tho am- 
bulance, whioh is $2 50, to bo paid to tho 
Transfer Company. Accident cases requiro 
no doctor's certificate or order of any kind. 
The fee the Transfer Company mako for 
horBo and drivor must bo paid by the per- 
son ordering the anihulano3, bb thiB is tho 
only ohnrgo tho oompany makes for its care. 

Tho Duponb ambulanco has had aeveral 
calls during tha your and its improved 



form has been of great convenience to the 
injured in their transportation to the hos- 
pital. 

Free Patients.— The attention of tho dl- 
reotora was called to tho fact that many ol 
the patients who have occupied free beds 
had been able to pay, and that the impost 
tion was systematically carried on ; patients 
who wero admitted to the general wards 
agreeing to pay $10 par week, when thoy 
compared notes with the patients occupying 
free bodB on either side of thorn often dis- 
continued their payments, assuming that as 
they only received the same care and atten- 
tion and the same food and occupied similar 
buds, that they saw no reason why they 
should pay for what their neighbors rooeivod 
without ohurge. Tho hospital is not a free 
institution to all, but only to those who are 
unable to pay or are without rnlativon or 
friends who will pay for them, and are abso- 
lutely without means themselves. The only 
sources cf income the hospital has aro : 1st, 
the government grant ; 2nd, the city appro- 
priation ; 3rd, rec-lpts from pationtB ; 4th 
donations, brqueets, entertainments and 
gifts from tho Ladies' Auxiliary and King's 
daughtora. The fourth Bourco of rovonuo is 
small In amount, spasmodic, and thoroforo 
cannot bo roliod upon in estimating our 
revenue 

Our honorary treasurer has ostimatod tho 
yearly revenue at $19,000.00 and the ex- 
penditure at $25,000,00, and it will requiro 
that sum to maintain the hospital at its 
prosont high standard and koop the build- 
ings in a good state of repair. The pratent 
outlook indicates that an annual deficit of 
abcut CG.OOO.OO must be expected if our 
aouroes of rovenue are not increased or aug- 
montod by othors. I am of opinion that the 
adoption of the new admission cards will 
probably inoroaso our revenuo from pay 
patients. There aro strong hopes that an 
understanding will be arrived at of mutual 
benefit to tho oity as woll ub our hospital by 
arrangements uoing made for our board to 
administer tho city " isolation hospital," 
which will he a saving to the city and an 
aid to our fundB. Tho direotors have do- 
oldod to limit the odmission of free pationts 
(when there is no room for moro) so it be- 
comes an imperative duty, if tho hospital is 
not to run yearly into debt, to obtain a 
larger rovenue. Tho greater number of free 
patients are from Victorin, and while the 
hospital has endeavored to give thorn the 
best hospital treatmont it is only right that 
the city should bear a fair share towards the 
maintenance of the hospital, which should 
be equal to tne government grant, Tho 
efficiency of the hospital would bo Impaired 
if any attempt is made to reduce tho ex- 
penditure. The several committees, who 
have during the year examined and reported 
to the board, are of ono opinion on this sub- 
ject. 

Ladies' Auxiliary — This committee hav- 
ing requested that the money raised by 
their efforts may bedevoted to aome spocial 
object, the board granted the request. Tho 
not amount of money received for the sev- 
eral entertainments is in the hands of the 
lady treasurer and will be allowed tu accu- 
mulate and be devoted to some special pur- 
pose when required Tho board takcB this 
opportunity of thanking the ladies' auxili- 
ary for tho excellence of the entertainmenta 
in aid of the hospital and for tho intorest 
they have taken in the welfare of the insti- 
tution. 

King's* Daughters — At the requsst of the 
ladies of this circle a woman's and child's 
bed were plaoei in the female general ward, 
and satisfactory arrangements were made 
with the King's Daughters for the oxerolse of 
their charitable wishes in tho oaro of these 
beds. Oar hospital is fortunate in having the 
efforts and sympathy of this order, and the 
direotors thank thorn for their aid In our 
charitable work. 

Maternity Ward — At tho meeting of 
October 1st tho special committee reported 
adversely to applying tho Pemborton 1)3- 
quoat and gift for the purpose of build- 
ing a maternity ward, and Buggostod that 
an addition be made to the present sur- 
gical ward, to contain an operating theatro, 
dressing and instrument room. Mrs. J. D 
Pemberton has agreed to this propoaition, 
as tho addition will bo the means of in- 
creasing tho revenue ana can he built for 
cho sum at our oommand. In thiB connection 
tho board would atato that the medical men 
of the city, who willingly give their ser- 
vices without pay, are often anxious to be 
present on cortain occasions of deep profes- 
sional Interest to them, and tho erection of 
an operating room with amplo accommo- 
dation would do much towards removing 
any feelings of discontent by our preBnnt 
inability to gratify thoir wishes. 

Training School for Nurses— Our gradu- 
ating nurees, who are so well qualified in 
their administering to the sick, and who aro 
so intelligently oducated to minister to the 
suffering with care and tenderness, leavo 
the hospital entirely ignorant of obstatrio 
nursing. To remedy this the board hopoB 
to include technical education in the 
course of tho training school, and in 
addition will endeavor to supply tho lying- 
in hospitals of tho oity nurBos froo to those 
institutions for practical work. 

Oa tho 29th of July a special committee 
of fivo was appointed to inquire into the 
general management of tho hospital, with a 
view of ascertaining in what way it could if 
posoiblo bo moro economically conducted, 
consistent with maintaining its present stato 
of ellicioncy. This report was presented to 
the board od March 28th, and ia an impor- 
tant document and one which should be in- 
cluded iu tho printed report. Tho commit- 
tee found every dopartmont in cxcollont or- 
der. No abuses wore discovered, nor wore 
any complaints made against tho manage- 
ment. Tho report eulogises the medical and 
nursing stalfd. Tho linunoial question ap- 
peared to bo tho ouly ono diiiiculty to solve 
with tho prosont income. The cost of man- 
agement was considered moderate us com- 
pared with other hospitals, and tho extra 
oust nooossary to carry on a pavilion institu 
tion, Buch as ours is. Tho samo committee 
wore appointod to carry out thoir rocom 
mondations, and on April 23rd thoir report 
was adoptod and the following appointments 
wore made. 

Consulting Staff— Hon. J. S. Holmokon, 
Drs. I. W. Powoll, E. B. C. Hanington, G. 
L. Miino, J U. Holmcken, W, Redmond. 

Visiting Staff— Surgeon, Dr. J. C. Davie; 
assistant surgeon, Dr. E. HaBell ; roglstrar, 
Dr. Watt; phyoioian, Dr. O M. Jones; as- 
sistant physician, Dr. John Duncan ; regis- 
trar, Dr. Fraaor ; ooulist and auriet, Dr. J. 
Lang ; pathologist, Dr. McKechnio. 

During the yeur the records show that 
949 visits wore made by medioal praotltion- 
era of tho city and 22 visits by non resident 
physicians. 

A apocial committeo was appointed to ex- 
amine tho method now need in keoplng all 
hospital accounts, and mako auoh sugges- 
tions aa wero doomed necessary. 

This committeo recommended an entirely 
now system, simpler in form and moro ex- 
peditiously carried out, and whioh will here- 
after bo adoptod. 

Ati the requeBb of tho board our old friend 
Dr. Holmokon, on May i7th, dolivoreda 
lecturo to tho graduating nursos und pre- 
sented diplomas to tho successful candidates, 
viz., tho MIssob Woodrow, Stowarb and 
Purvis ; ond to Miss Woodrow tho gold 
medal. Tho lecture was tnOBb intoroBting 
and instruotlvo, and was llstouod to by a 
large gathering of ladies and gentlemen. 
Dr. Holmcken haB nquostod that the lec- 



ture be not published, as lb was too ele- 
mentary. I regret this, as all who listened 
to his remarks wore oharmed by the sim 
plioity and interesting substanoo of hla leo 
ture. 

The board has receivod many expressions 
of appreciation for tho klndneas and oare 
shown to patients by tho staff of tho hoapi 
tal. 

The diroctoro acknowledge to the press 
tho thanks of tho board for the general ao 
curaoy cf and full reports given to all our 
meetings, and to tho Arion club for their 
Christmas concert, whioh was much appre 
elated by tho patients as well as their 
friends. 

Dr. W. A Richardson, our roBldent med- 
ical olficor, continues to give tho greatest 
nathfaotic], and the hospital is fortunate in 
being able to rotain tho services of suoh a 
competent medioal man, who is also an able 
administrator. Our being able to keep him 
with us is largely duo to tho fact that he does 
not desire to enter into private practico. 
The now board should endeavor to erect a 
cottage as a rosidonce for our medioal officer, 
which whilo giving him tho required room 
will increase the accommodation of the nurs- 
ing stuff bo much needed. Tho now board 
will find it to be economy if greater latitude 
bo given to our resident medioal officer in tho 
purchasings of dressings and surgical instru- 
ments. Ib will be found necoBsary to build 
ono or moro rooms off tho oorridor if the wo- 
man'fl day room is continued to be used for 
special surgical oases, aB tho facilities aro 
not sufficient 

Tho matron, Miss MaoMlllan, has fulfilled 
her duties with muoh satisfaction, ond in 
tho oxorciBs of hor duties displays skill and 
tact to tho bonefit of tho hospital. 

There aro two changes in the porsonnel of 
tho board, Mr. A. W. Jonos and tho Hon. 
D. M. Eberts resigning, and they wero suc- 
ceeded by Mr. Georgo Ryrnos und Mr. A. 
C. Flumerfolt, both former directors. Since 
July thoro have boon held twonty two board 
meotiogB, the attendance being as follows, 
viz : Brown. 21 ; Braverman, 14 ; Bradon, 
S; Crimp, 18: Chudley, 16; Davies, 21; 
EIHb, 7 ; Ehorts, 6 ; Hayward, 20 ; Helmo- 
kon, 12 ; Jones, 1 ; Pemberton, 11 ; Shotbolt, 
10 ; Wilaon, 20 ; Yatoe, 20. The abaenoo 
from the board meetings in most oaaos, wero 
unavoidable, tho csubob being sickness and 
aosenoo from the oity.

Tho direotors havo to congratulate their 
surgeons and medioal officers for their con- 
tinued succcbb, and have pleasure In thank- 
ing them all for their great attention and 
tho untiring exertions displayed in the care 
of their patients. Their good results have 
done much to promote tho popularity of the 
hospital. Our thanka are alao acknowledged 
to the many friends who have ao kindly sent 
gifts of fruit, flowers and other articles, 
which are at all times so appreciated. The 
hoard has again to thank Messrs. Yates & 
Jay for tho ueo of their office for holding 
their meetings. 

In conclusion I desiro to thank the Secre- 
tary for his assistance in tho preparation of 
this report, and my co directors for their 
punctuality at the board meotings, and to 
tho great interest they have shown in trans- 
acting tho hospital business delegated to 
them.
